Manſion houſes in the Countrey, to attend their ſeruices, and keepe 
hoſpitality, according to the ancient and laudable cuſtome 
of ENGLAND 


Ils moſt Excellent Maieſtie, taking into His Royall conſideration, 


that the telebꝛation ofthe feaſt of Chriſt waſſe appzoacheth, and how need⸗ 

full it is (eſpetiallp in this time of ſcarcity and dearth) to reuiue the ancient 
and laudable cuſtome of this Nealme, by houſc-keeping and hoſpitality, 
| Wi)tc) in all parts of this Nealme is exceedingly decayed, bythe too fre- 
| qucat reloꝛt and oꝛdinary reſidence of Lo2ds Spirituall aud Tempozall, 

Buights and Gentlemen of qualitv, vnto Cities and Townes, and chiek⸗ 
| ix into, oꝛ ncere about the Cities of London and We'tmiolter; and willing 

to pꝛouide remedy, aſwell foꝛ that, as ſundep other intonueniences, Which 

of neteſſity muſt enſue, by the abſence of thoſe out of their Countreys, vpon 

whoſe care, a great and pꝛinctpall part ofthe luboꝛdinate gouernment of 
this Nealme doth depend: Doeth heercby ſtrictly charge and command, alwellall his Loꝛds Spi⸗ 
ritualland Tempoꝛall (except ſuch as are of His Pune Couuſell, oꝛ beare offite about the Perſon oz 
Court ot Himſelfe,o2 of His moſt dearely beloued Sonne the Punce) and likewiſe all deputy Lieute- 
nants, and Juſtices of Peace, and other Gentlemen of quality, which haue Manſion houſes in the 
Countrey, wherein they and their families haue vlally dwelt and aboade; That they, and euery ok 
them, immediatly vpon the end ofthis pꝛeſent month of November, depart from the Cities of London 
and weltminſter, and other Cities and places with their families and leruants, vnto their ſeuerall 
Countries, to attend their leruite there, and keepe hoſpitality, as appertayneth —_— degree and 
calling, vpon paine, not only of His Mateſties heauy indignation and diſplealure: And dilablement to 
hold any ſuch places of ſeruice oꝛ truſt, vnder His Maieſtie, but alſo ofſuch further cenſure and puniſh- 
ment, as map be inflicted vpon them, foꝛ ſuch their diſobedience and contempt, oꝛ neglect of this His 
Boyall commandement ; whereof, as His Maieſtie intendeth to take a ſtrict andſeuere accompt, ſo 
HedothHheereby require and command, aſwell the Lozds and others of His Pziuie Counſell, as all 
other Hts Officers and Miniſters, whom it ſhall any way concerne, to take oꝛder that au ſuch as 
ſhall offend, may reteiue condigne puniſhment, without toleration oꝛ conninence.
